' much as 1400 per acre. Tbe fence 
I around the estate It over 300 mllea 
I loog. Much of this load Is wild, mouo- 
tainous, and forest covered aod It oon- 
lalns several beautiful lakes aod 
streams. Tbe foreets are alive with 
game, while the streams swarm with 
splendid flih which Mr. Vanderbilt Is 
averse to alaugbter, aod theea are tak- 
ao very eparlogly.
